“Return to Learn” plan announced 


State Sen. Wayne Schmidt 
announced Tuesday morning 
the Return to Learn Plan, 
which utilizes federal fund- 
ing to assist school districts 
and outlines top priorities for 
schools as they consider the 
future of in-person learning. 

“As we look toward the fu- 
ture, it is important that we 
carefully consider the health 
and safety of students and 
teachers,” said Schmidt, R- 
Traverse City. “My col- 
leagues and I have been 
talking with school adminis- 
trators and teachers in our 
communities to understand 
what schools need to safely 
reopen.” 

The Return to Learn Plan 
outlines the top priorities for 
schools to allow learning to 
continue in a safe and 
healthy environment. The 
plan includes $1.3 billion in 
Federal Coronavirus Relief 
Funds (CRF) to help pay for 


the costs faced by adminis- 
trators, teachers and stu- 
dents during the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

The plan includes an addi- 
tional $800 per student so 
schools will have the re- 
sources they need to imple- 
ment health and safety 
measures for classrooms. 
School districts would re- 
ceive additional resources to 
implement smaller class 
sizes and other adjustments, 
enhance sanitation proce- 
dures, purchase personal 
protective equipment and 
make building enhance- 
ments to improve safety. 

“Students, school employ- 
ees and parents need to have 
complete confidence that 
classrooms will be safe when 
the time comes to return to 
in-person learning,” Schmidt 
said. “Everyone has shown 
their ingenuity and worked 
hard to ensure students can 
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continue learning in the face 
of this pandemic, but we 
need to start looking at fu- 
ture needs.” 

The plan also includes lan- 
guage to provide continued 
support for learning at home 
and ensuring resources are 
available to promote distance 
learning in the meantime. 

Resources will be available 
for all efforts undertaken 
after the statewide closure of 
classrooms on March 16. 
This includes device pur- 
chases, upgrades to networks 
and wireless connectivity, de- 
velopment of digital curricu- 
lum, mailing or personal 
delivery of educational mate- 
rials, and professional devel- 
opment related to virtual 
learning. 

“Our plan also recognizes 
the incredible work teachers 
did to finish the school year 
under extraordinary circum- 
stances and provides a one- 


time payment of $500 for the 
untold additional hours and 
tremendous personal cost 
they incurred quickly transi- 
tioning to distance learning,” 
Schmidt said. 

Schmidt also was ap- 
pointed as one of the legisla- 
tive representatives to the 
COVID-19 Return to Learn 
Advisory Council created by 
Gov. Whitmer earlier this 
month. The task force is re- 
sponsible for leading the 
state’s efforts on students re- 
turning to school safely. 

“I am honored to have 
been chosen as one of the 
legislative representatives on 
the council. I remain com- 
mitted to working with other 
members of the council, my 
colleagues in the Legislature, 
and the governor to ensure a 
smooth-as-possible transi- 
tion as we seek to return to 
some level of normalcy.” 
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overnor announces next steps for fall school re-openings 


Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer announced that Michi- 
gan schools may resume 
in-person learning in phase 4 
of the MI Safe Start plan, 
with strict safety measures in 
place. The governor also an- 
nounced that on June 30th, 
she will release an executive 
order and a robust document 
called “Michigan’s Return to 
School Roadmap” that will 
provide details on what will 
be required and what will be 
recommended for schools. 
The governor also high- 
lighted the need for support 
and flexibility from the fed- 
eral government to help en- 
sure resources for students 
and educators.

DNR seeks help for forest 
cleanup challenge 


It is well known that reg- 
ularly spending time in the 
woods does a body good. A 
strengthened immune sys- 
tem, reduced blood pres- 
sure, increased energy, 
boosted moods and greater 
focus — all thanks to trees. 
Wouldn’t it be great if there 
was a way to say thanks? 
This summer, you can. 

Now through Sept. 22, the 
DNR challenges nature 
lovers to spend some qual- 
ity time among the trees 
and clean up 100 state forest 
sites in 100 days. It’s all part 
of celebrating 100 years of 
the National Association of 
State Foresters and that 
group’s work to ensure 
thriving forests for genera- 
tions to come. 

This cleanup effort is 
hosted by Michigan’s 
Adopt-a-Forest program, 
which tracks sites on public 
land where trash has been 
dumped and connects with 
volunteers to help restore 
the land. An interactive 
map shows the locations 
and type of trash that 
needs to be cleaned up at 


more than 600 known sites. 
If asite has a large amount 
of debris or items that re- 
quire special disposal, vol- 
unteers can request the 
assistance of program man- 
agers who will coordinate 
placement of appropriate 
trash bins.

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NCMC breaks ground on renovation/addition project 


North Central Michigan 
College will hold a ground- 
breaking ceremony outside 
its Main Classroom Building 
(AD/CL Building) on the 
Petoskey campus on Monday, 
June 22, at 1la.m. The cere- 
mony, held in the Harris Gar- 
dens near the site of a 
150-person Student Com- 
mons addition, celebrates the 
start of the college’s $7.4 mil- 
lion Building Tomorrow To- 
gether construction project. 

Planning and quiet 
fundraising for the project 
has been ongoing for more 
than a year. The renovation 
and addition to the AD/CL 
Building, which was ap- 
proved for a $3.4 million capi- 
tal outlay from the State of 
Michigan, marks the first 
major change to the 60-year- 
old building that is used by 
nearly all students on cam- 
pus. 

Phase I, which includes the 
addition of five high-tech 
classrooms and renovated 
corridors, is slated for com- 
pletion by September 8, when 
students return to campus 
for the beginning of the Fall 
2020 semester. Phase II, 
which includes the Student 
Services First Stop, Business 
Office Suite, and Foundation 
Office Suite, will be com- 
pleted a month later. The ad- 
dition of a 3,000 sq. ft. 
Student Commons and three 
of the five new high-tech 
classrooms is slated for com- 
pletion in Spring 2021. 

Because of current restric- 
tions to large gatherings, at- 
tendance at the 
groundbreaking is by invita- 
tion only, and proper social 
distancing and safety meas- 
ures will be observed. 

“This project symbolizes 
our efforts to build commu- 
nity and create a sense of be- 
longing for all via the 
Building Tomorrow Together 
campaign,” said North Cen- 
tral President David Roland 
Finley, Ph.D. “We are creat- 
ing new formal, informal, 
and digital learning spaces to 
enable today’s students to 
achieve their dreams. This 
campaign is vital to meeting 
our mission of providing ex- 
ceptional, accessible, and rel- 
evant higher education for 
years to come.” 

NCMC Foundation Execu- 
tive Director Chelsea Platte 
said the groundbreaking is 
symbolic of the work the col- 
lege and its partners are 
doing to change lives and 
communities for the better. 

“The Building Tomorrow 
Together project will 
strengthen our community 
and our regional economy by 


Did you know that the pop- 
sicle, a ubiquitous summer 
treat, was accidentally in- 
vented by an 11-year-old boy 
named Frank Epperson in 
San Francisco in 1905? Young 
Frank mixed some sugary 
soda powder with water and 
let it sit outside all night. San 
Francisco nights can get 
pretty cold, of course, and by 
the next morning the soda 
had frozen. Frank discov- 
ered, much to his delight, 
that the “ice pop” was sweet 
and tasty. He originally 
called it the “Epsicle,” com- 
bining his own name with ici- 
cle. 

The industrious young 
man started making and sell- 
ing his treats locally and they 
were quite popular. In the 
early 1920s, he expanded his 
market, selling the “Epsicle” 
at nearby Neptune Beach 
Amusement Park, which 
ironically is also the place 
where the snow cone made 
its premier. Frank, now a 
young father and entrepre- 
neur, applied for a patent for 
his Epsicle and received one. 
He changed the name, 
though, to “popsicle” because 
that’s what his children 
called the treats, literally 
“pop’s sicle.” In the U.S., 
cherry reigns as the No. 1 
popsicle flavor. 

Another very popular 
summer treat is watermelon. 
Watermelon is part of the cu- 
cumber, pumpkin, and 
squash family and consists of 
92% water. On average, 
Americans consume 15 
pounds of watermelon annu- 
ally, with the bulk of that 
being consumed during the 
summer months.

Protect trees and 
forests; don’t 
move firewood 


LANSING — The Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development is re- 
minding the public about the 
risk of accidentally spreading 
invasive species while moving 
firewood. New infestations of 
invasive pests or diseases can 
be devastating and pose a seri- 
ous threat to Michigan’s agri- 
culture, forests and the 
environment. 

“Tt is nearly impossible to 
detect diseases — like thou- 
sand cankers disease, which 
affects walnut trees, or oak 
wilt in oak trees — just by look- 
ing at the wood,” said Mike 
Philip, director of MDARD’s 
Pesticide and Plant Pest Man- 
agement Division. “Never as- 
sume wood appearing 
uninfested is safe to move.” 

Jason Fleming, chief of re- 
source protection and promo- 
tion in the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources Parks and Recreation 
Division, said awareness of 
these tree pests and diseases 
and a commitment to not 
move firewood are especially 
important at Michigan’s state 
parks, where many trees and 
forested areas have been dev- 
astated. 

“As camping resumes this 
year, we urge all campers to 
look to purchase firewood at 
the state park campgrounds, 
rather than bring wood with 
you,” Fleming said. “Typi- 
cally, the firewood sold at 
state parks is affordable, lo- 
cally sourced or heat-treated 
to eliminate pests and dis- 
eases." 

One way MDARD safe- 
guards Michigan’s natural re- 
sources against harmful 
insects and diseases is 
through plant pest quaran- 
tines, which limit the move- 
ment of certain plant material 
within, into or out of the state. 

“Over the last hundred 
years, invasive pests have 
killed tens of millions of trees 
in forests, cities and commu- 
nities across the country,” 
added Philip. “Quarantines 
can help limit the movement 
of potentially infested wood, 
but everyone has to do their 
part to stop or slow the spread 
of invasive species.” 

To limit the spread of inva- 
sive species, leave firewood at 
home and: 

* Use firewood certified as 
heat-treated. 

¢ Buy firewood at your des- 
tination. 

* Burn all wood on-site, and 
do not take any home or toa 
new location.

Dear Nick, 

No! Never put something 
as important and meaning- 
ful as your home on the line 
just for the sake of invest- 
ing. Do not borrow against 
your home! 

I’m guessing you’re new 
to my way of doing things, 
so let’s start from the begin- 
ning. First, follow the Baby 
Steps. Getting $1,000 in the 
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bank as a starter emergency 
fund is Baby Step 1. Next, 
pay off all your debts from 
smallest to largest—except 
for your home—using the 
debt snowball method. 

It’s time 
then to revisit your emer- 
gency fund, and bulk it up to 
a full three to six months of 
expenses in Baby Step 3.

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Gaylord alum named among state’s elite 


Krajniak-Parker 
makes McCabe's 
all-time hoops 
roster

GAYLORD - Words fre- 
quently used to describe for- 
mer Gaylord High School 
girls basketball standout 
Kelli Krajniak Parker are 
“driven” and “determined.” 

And yes, those words are 
accurate but they only tell a 
part of the story. 

Kelli Parker’s outstanding 
success on the basketball 
court, achieved both during 
her high school years playing 
for the varsity Blue Devils of 
Coach Jim Mongeau in the 
fall of 1988, 1989 and 1990 (be- 
fore the girls basketball sea- 
son was moved to the winter) 
and subsequently playing for 
and starring for Oakland 
University in the early 1990s, 
can be attributed to a focused 
ferocity. 

Nobody wanted to win 
more than Kelli did and that 
is what led to Kelli setting 
goals for herself from a 
young age, working like a 
spartan to achieve those 
goals, and developing a hard- 
wood skill set that included 
ball handling, accurate pass- 
ing, boxing out under the 
boards, and grace under 
pressure in addition to the 
one skill she’s probably best 
known for: putting the ball 
through the nylon. 

Kelli Parker’s multiple 
achievements spoke loudly 
once again this spring when 
Mick McCabe, the Detroit 
Free Press legendary sports- 
writer, picked the state’s top 
50 female ball players and 


Kelli’s name was included 
prominently on the list. 

In Class B, the name Kelli 
Krajniak of Gaylord appears 
second on the second team. 
It’s quite an honor to be 
among the top 50 in all 
classes, but especially consid- 
ering that only a handful of 
gals from northern Michigan 
made the grade. 

“It’s really very hum- 
bling,” Kelli said in a phone 
interview this week. “When I 
see my name included with 
some of the ladies from that 
team, all Ican say is huge 
hugs to Mick McCabe.” 

She and husband Ronnie 
Parker have been living in 
Gaylord since 2008 and rais-

ing their two children. Son 
Drew Parker just graduated 
from Gaylord this year. 
Daughter Avery is a fresh- 
man now with plenty of 
court promise in her own 
right and plenty of the same 
kind of pop from the floor 
that her mom used to exhibit 
when she was the same age. 
Kelli teaches biology at the 
high school and served a stint 
as the varsity girls coach a 
while back before putting it 
aside to devote more time to 
her kids when they were 
younger. She took back the 
reins of the Blue Devil pro- 
gram again prior to last sea- 
son, though, and is optimistic 
about the future, particularly

with some solid talent com- 
ing through the ranks, in- 
cluding young Avery Parker. 

But getting back to Kelli 
Krajniak, as she was known 
in those days ... one big key 
to the success she enjoyed 
during her playing days for 
Gaylord and Oakland Univer- 
sity was setting goals and 
then following through to try 
and achieve them. 

“T tell the girls on my team 
now how important that is,” 
she said. 

“When I was in the fifth 
grade, I remember setting 
goals for myself to play three 
years on the varsity for Gay- 
lord, to play college basket- 
ball, and then to play 
basketball in the Olympics. It 
didn’t all happen but that’s 
not the point.

Kelli credits her parents 
Jere and Janice with instill- 
ing in her a strong work ethic 
from a young age. It helped 
too, of course, to be the only 
girls between two brothers, 
older Kurt and younger 
Andy, both of whom were 
pretty good athletes too. Kelli 
admits her competitive fires 
were ignited during her years 
growing up, especially with 
Andy. 

And that served her well. 

At Gaylord, Kelli was 
called up to varsity as a soph- 
omore by coach Mongeau 
(just as she had hoped as a 
fifth-grader) and she blos- 
somed pretty quickly. Kelli 
credits Mongeau with allow- 
ing her to develop her game 
without a lot of restrictions. 
He even showed her how to 
pass behind the back!

handler and passer and could 
make the nets dance from 3- 
point range all game long. 

Truthfully, though, it 
didn’t matter to Kelli what 
her personal stats were as 
long as the team won. That’s 
how she felt at Gaylord and 
also when she played at Oak- 
land too. 

Kelli’s stat line was still 
quite impressive by the time 
she graduated. She earned 
All-State honors multiple 
times while helping the Blue 
Devils win multiple district 
titles. She graduated as Gay- 
lord’s all-tine leading scorer 
with 1,037 career points but 
also as the school’s all-time 
leader in assists too and that 
meant just as much to her as 
the scoring did. Oh, and she 
was also the school’s all-time 
leader in steals and she fin- 
ished fifth in the Miss Basket- 
ball polling for the entire 
state as a senior. 

Kelli also shined on the 
softball diamond as a short- 
stop and was sought after by 
a number of colleges to play 
at the next level. Basketball 
was always her passion, 
though. 

Kelli had plenty of schools 
to choose from, including a 
number of big-time pro- 
grams like Kansas, Illinois, 
Ohio University and Western 
Michigan. In the end, though, 
she chose Oakland, partly be- 
cause it was close enough 
that her family could come 
and watch her play home 
games and partly because of 
all the banners she saw hang- 
ing from the rafters of the 
gym during her official visit. 
Oakland was a national 
power in NCAA Division 2 at 
the time, often playing and 
beating bigger NCAA D-1 
MAC schools. Prior to Kelli’s 
arrival, Oakland had partici- 
pated in the Final Four. With 
Kelli playing, Oakland made 
it all the way to the Elite 
Eight again. 


Kelli scored 1,000 career 
points at Oakland, just as she 
had at Gaylord, earning All- 
America recognition two 
times in the process along 
with a truck load of other 
honors such as three-time 
All-GLIAC and MVP of the 
GLIAC Tournament. She 
scored 1,184 career points 
and graduated as Oakland’s 
all-time leader in points, as- 
sists and steals, just as she 
had at Gaylord. 

She was later named to the 
Oakland University Hall of 
Fame and was also among 
the first class of athletes ever 
inducted into the Otsego Hall 
of Fame. She played profes- 
sionally for a time in Portu- 
gal but returned home to 
coach at the college level for 
six years before returning to 
Gaylord with husband Ron- 
nie in 2008 to raise her family 
and began to teach and coach 
up here. 

This is the information 
that was included for her 
Hall of Fame induction at 
Oakland University in 2004: 

Kelli Krajniak Parker was 
recognized as one of the top 
women’s basketball student- 
athletes in the Great Lakes 
Intercollegiate Athletic Con- 
ference in the early 90s for 
Oakland University. A two- 
time All-American selection, 
she helped lead Oakland to 
one of its best seasons in the 
history of the program when 
the team reached the Elite 
Eight in the NCAA Division 
II Tournament in 1994-95. 
Parker finished her career 
with 1,184 points, becoming 
the 11th player in OU history 
to reach the 1,000-point mark. 
A three-time All-GLIAC se- 
lection, Parker also was a top 
playmaker and defender for 
Oakland. She was twice 
named to the GLIAC All-De- 
fensive team and finished her 
career among OU’s all-time 
leaders in scoring, assists 
and steals.
